large cities. He thought the expense 
should come out of the public fund. 


Supervisor Hartman supported the 


resolution and stated that he was both a 
farmer and a merchant. He declared 
that he paid $4 tax on his farm to SI on 
his etock of goods. He lives in Jackson 
county in a mining district where there 
are strikes, the county being compelled 
to pay out at one time 86,000 for the 
support of the strikers for a brief penod, 
there being nS money in the treasury to 
run the court at one term. 


Supervisor James Tontz, of Madison, 


supported the resolution because he be- 
lieved thflt justice should be done 
The 


operation of the proposed amendment if 
secured is optional. 


Supervisor Durfee, of Macon, entered 


his objection to the resolution, but 
thought there should be some law to 
govern the trouble m Jackson county, 
but not at the expense of other counties 
where votea m the cities were short. 


Supervisor Miner, of Shelby suggested 


that u law should be passed to suppress 
the strikes. 


Supervisor Irish, of McDonongh, fa-
